No. F. 394|100186-CUS(AS),—The President is pleased, 
OB the occasion of Republic Day, 1987, to award an Appre¬ 
ciation Certificate to Shri C, M. Dasan, Serang, Customs 
CoUcctorate, Cochin, for exceptionally meritorious service 
rendered by him at the risk of his life, 

STATEMENT OF SERVICES FOR WHICH THE CERTI¬ 
FICATE HAS BEEN AWARDED 

On 23-12-1980. three Customs Officers of Cochin Cub- 
loin House proceeded on board of a Customs craft for 
checking a suspected vessel. The craft was navigated by 
Shri C. M. Dasan along with seamen S|Shri Abdul Kalam 
and T. K. Sahadevan. The officers boarded the suspected 
vessel. Though the sky was clear, the weather deteriorated 
suddenly and turned squally and the sea became very rough. 
There was continuous heavy down-pour and water entered 
the craft and the engine stopped. 

The efforts to pump out water from the craft failed and 
the craft started sinking. At this stage. SiShri Dasan and 
Sahadevan abandoned the craft. The life buovs thrown bv 
the Customs officers from the vessel wore picked up by 


them. However, Sahadevan was carried by the strong waves 
away frbm the vessel* Shri Sahadevan yelled for help and 
Shri Dasan spontaneously reacted to his call and swam in 
the rough sea for a distance of about one kilometer and 
rescued him &om the choppy sea at grave risk to his own 
life. 

On 2-8-1981, while remaining at Thevara boat Jetty, Shri 
Dasan noticed at 6.30 A.M. a Canoe loaded with contraband 
goods corning closer co the shore for landing. Though Shri 
Dasan was off duty, he tactfully brought the Canoe under 
his control and alerted the Customs staff which resulted in 
the seizure of contraband goods worth Rs. 30,000. 

On 26-9-1986, the Customs Officers who were rummaging 
a suspected yatcht occupied by some foreigners noticed a 
acket in the yatcht. Before the packet could be taken over 
y the Customs officer, one of the foreigners threw the 
P-icket into the sea. S^iri Dasan who was near the yatcht in 
the Customs launch noticed this and jumped into the deep 
ha'.F'W'alcrs without any diving aid risking his own life. 
After an hour’s risky and strenuous iinder-Water operations 
Shri Dasan retrieved a nlastic packet containing hashish 
weighing tw'o Kgs. Th^ hashish could be retrieved due to 
his exemplary courage and presence of mind.
